Wasuinetror, January 9.—The conclusions 
of General Grantin regard to the Fitz John 
Porter case seem to have more weight among 
military men than among congressmen.

He had taken full counsel 
of the judge advocate general, the attorney 
general and secretary of war as to how far it 
would be proper for him as a former member 
of the court and now a participant in the de- 
bate, for the purpose of vindicating the court, 
to make known what took place in the pri- 
vate deliberatiens of the court. While it is 
no; known what the exact decision upon this 
point was, it is known that General Garfield 
considered himself in full possession of sufli- 
cient points to thoroughly vindicate the ac- 
tion of the court against all who might assail 
it on the floor. 

Itis understood that a portion of this an- 
ticipated speech was writien out and now ex- 
ists, and that other portions of it exist in the 
forin of notes, and these may yet contribute 
to the forthcoming debate on the case. 


GENEKAL GRANT'S ACTION BETWEEN CHINA AND 
JAPAN, 

It now appears that the part taken by Gen- 
eral Girant in the attempt to settle certain 
differences which | ad arisen between China 
und Japan, Was well understood here long be- 
fore Minister Angel called the attention of the 
state department to the matter. It was made 
known by General Grant himself in a long 
letter to President Gartield setting forth the re- 
sults of his observations upon the condition 
of affairs in the East, the relations of these 
countfies to each other and the commercial 
relations of each to the United States. The 
character of the information conveyed by 
General (irant was such as to render the sub- 
quent letter from Secretary Blaine to Minister 
Angel which has lately been referred to in the 
public prints wholly uncalled for. It appears 
that when General Grant was requested to use 
his recognized influencé between China and 
Japan in an attempt to settle long standing 
difficulties in*regard to a question of jur- 
isdiction over an island he _ fully 
explained to the authorities of both nations 
that he was traveling solely as a private citi- 
zen; that he had no official position, and no 
authority above that of any other citizen of 
the United States. In reply the representa- 
tives of both governments made known to 
him thatthey were fully aware that his offi- 
cial duties were entirely at an end, but each 
also fully appreciated the character of the 
influence which he possessed, both abroad 
and at home, and on this account he was 
urged to use his influence to bring about 
a satisfactory settlement of the  ques- 
tion at issue, The fact that he 
had made these representations and = that 
they were clearly understood, was known to 
President Gartield and known at tle state de- 
partment. It is for these reasons that the 
trielids of General Grant feel that it was en- 
tirely unnecessary for Secretary Blaine to as- 
sume in his letter to Minister Angel that Gen- 
eral Grant, while traveling in the east, had 
allowed the impression that he still exer- 
cised high official powers to go without con- 
tradiction. Itis known that General Grant's 
letter in reference to the condition of our 
diplomatic and consular service in China, 
and particularly that part. of it 
which relates to Consul-General Sew- 
ard, was regarded . vs exceedingly val- 
uable by the president and at the state depart- 
ment. That portion which related to the 
commercial relations of the east to the com- 
merce of the United States was treated of at 
length in a letter to President Garfield, the 
contents of which were also fully 
known at the state department. In fact, it is 
understood that all of these letters are on file 
atthe department as part of its record, and 
in case these, with the letters of Secretary 
Blaine to Minister Angel, do not appear in 
the forthcoming volume of diplomatic cor- 
respondence, it it said they will be promptly

A Moat Disastrous Fire. 

New York, January 9.—Fire was discovered 
shortly after 4 o'clock this afternoon in the engine 
room of the immense sugar refinery of Haveineyers 
& Elder, situated on First street and south Third 
and Fourth -streets, Williamsburg. The firemen 
were unable to control the flames and the build- 
ing, which was cleven stories high and covered an 
entire block, was totally consumed. The loss is es- 
timated at $1 000,000. 

Mr. Havenmeyer says the loss on the building 
and machinery is $1,500,000, There was but little 
stuck in the place. The firm  bave never 
been able to have the buildivg fully in- 
sured, and say thut the insurance will probably 
“inount to sixty per cent. of the loss. It is divided 
in small risks in companies all over the United 
States. Foreign insurance companies will suffer 
most comparatively. Ove thousand men will be 
thrown out of employment. A new aud larger 
building will be erected with all possible Gespatch.

cising the custom of counsel on the other 
side of bowing to the jury upon entering, 
Mr. Scoville said: ‘Some times it Is 
three bows all around, some times more, 
neyer less than three. It has never been done 
by coufisel upon this side, and I do not hesi- 
tate to critici#® the propriety of it.” _ 

Judge Porter—‘‘The gentleman is simply 
instancing his lack of politeness.

fense has been to befog all that may be clear 
in this case in the vain hope that they may 
vet to the jury with some uncertainty at- 
tached in some way on which to build a plea 
for acquittal; why, your honor, — in

as this one offered by this defense. It has no 
justification. It has no excuse. We don't 
want obscurity in this matter. We want 
light. We don't mean to let this prisoner 
escape ina cloud, but we want from your 
honor clear ‘and perspicuous ruling so that 
twelve average men sitting Upon a Jery can- 
not possibly tO) astray.”’ 

Davidge severely handled the 
and twelveth prayers of the defense 
and characterized them as mean 
attempts to cast aspersions upon experts who 
had testified for the prosecution. 

The prisoner followed the argument with 
the closest attention and indulged in frequent 
and noisy comments. 

Mr. Davidge concluded his argument at five 
minutes to three o'clock.

BURBRIDGE REPLIES

Teo the Letter of Blackburn—A HReal Kentucky Pasa- 
sage of Worda. 

WASHINGTON, January 9.—General Burbridge has 
furnished for publication a statement in reply to 
the charges made against him by Representative 
Blackburn. He begins by giving the lattera letter 
which was telegraphed hence last night, and follows 
it with the appended response thereto: 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—Hon. J. 8. C. Black- 
burn—Sir: Your letter of the 27th ult., in refereuce 
to mine of the 21st, is received. In it you make 
the point that the distinguish d gentlemen who 
approved of my conduct must have acted without 
the full knowledge of the facts. 1 decline to as- 
sail the character of men whose loyalty to their 
state and country, at the period of my administra- 
tion in Kentucky, isin striking contrast to your 
own You assume that they have not a full 
knowledge of the facts—deeds which received the 
hearty approval of all union men, and which, ina 
corresponding ratio, provoked the wrath 
of the rebels in Kentucky, in 1564, were not done 
inacorner. They were planned in strict accord- 
ance with orders from Secretary Stanton and Gen- 
eral Sherman, and executed in the light of day. 
Letters, copies of which will be published 
in connection with your letter and this 
reply, were wiitten after my military 
career had closed, and at the time when the demo- 
cratic press of Kentucky was loudest in.its denun- 
ciation of my official conduct. They were written by

tion the guerillas themselves. Have you ever heard 
how Berry’s band murdered Mr. Kalfus in the 
Bardstown turnpike while he was protecting his 
wife from insult, and how the incensed neighbors 
arose and pursued them until Mr. Roberts, a 
county surveyor, was killed. Hundreds 
such crimes were committed 
guerilla bands who 
the state. you refer to. Mi 
acts put them ‘‘beyond the pale of civilized warfare 
in the twilight of barbarism, or worse, in the do- 
main of actual crime.” Would it have been au act 
of this character to hunt down Berry’s band and 
hang every one of its members? If your district 
was dotted over with graves, it was for such acts as 
these. As I informed you in my previous 
letter that not a man was pat to death 
by my order without first having been tried and 
convicted by a regularly organized court martial. 
The acts which place the perpetrators “beyond the 
ale of civilized warfare in the twilight of bar- 
eee hen or worse, or in the domain of actual crime,”’ 
were the acts which it became my duty to punish; 
that I was too lenient, and allowed many to secure 
pardon upon pro of future amendment. I 
admit thatI was frequently censured for this, is 
true. Atthe time when the Kentucky legislators 
had no power to command me, I appeared volunta- 
rily before the committee appointed by the senate, 
and allthe cha to which you now refer were 
fully investigated, and upon the advice of the Hon. 
Asa C. P. Grover, of the senate, the investigation 
was abandoned by the lower house. In conclusion 
allow me to suggest that these were the acts 
atrempted by the adherents to your cause 
who, like these to whose death you 
so pathetically, allude, never risked 
their lives in battle, which not only put the perpe- 
trators beyond the pale of a civilized warfare in 
the true light of barbarism, or worse in the domain 
of actual crime, which su far surpass those above 
mentioned as to provoke inquiry whether they 
were not coneocted by the prince of darkness 
himself. I allude, sir. to the attempted introduc- 
tion of clothing infected with yellow fever into 
northern cities during the war. I don’t know by 
whom this crime against civilization was attempt- 
ed, but proofs of the attempt are ample; and while 
vexing your righteous soul about the barbarous 
treatment of thieves and cut-throats in Kentucky, 
it might be well to allow some portion of your in- 
dignation to find vent against this diabolical at- 
tempt to murder innocent women and children.

Among othersa telegram frem General Sherman, 
dated Big Shanty, Georgia, June l4th, 1864, in which 
General Burbridge is instructed to hunt down every 
guerrilla robb@ in Kentucky; a letter written the 
2ist of thé same month by General Sherman urg- 
ing at length that summary measures must be 
adopted in dealing with guerrillas, and a letter 
from Secretary Stenton, written from Washington 
in 1864, authorizing General Burbridge to seize all 
he can lay his hands on, and to turn over to the 
quartermaster’s department all he cannot use. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., 1864.—General Burbridge, 
Lexington, Ky.—I hear that you arrested my reila- 
tive, Mrs. Helmond, and released her on her show- 
ing you a letter from me. Ifit contains anything 
that allows herto talk oract treason, disregard it 
and treat her as you do other rebels. 

(Signed.) A. LINCOLN. 

Then follows letters from General Schofield, un- 
der date of Washington, June 14, 1864, and from 
President Lincoln and Secretary Stantor on the 
same day congratulating General Burbridge on his 
victory over Morgan. Numerous other letters in- 
cluding one from Montgomery Blair and one from 
Salmon P. Chase, are snbmitted. They indorse 
General Burbridge’s manner of discharging 
his miiitary duties in Kentucky. The statement 
concludes with letters from Robert J Breckinridge, W 
C Goodloe, James Speed, T 8 Bell, Judge Advo- 
cate-General Holt, W R Kinney, C F Burnam, J F 
Rovinson, ) M Key and others, all of which tend 
to show thatin the opinion of these writers, Gen 
eral Burbridge’s record has been worthy of coim- 
mendation in all respects.

THE SMALL-POX. 
The Discase Sprvading---Action of the Secretary of 
the Treusury.

ACTION OF TIIE ROARD OF HEALTH. 


WASHINGTON, January 9.—The secretary of the 
treasury has issued a circular, embodying a com- 
munication from the national board of health, re- 
commending the vaccination or revaccination of 
ail employes of the government in counection with 
the treasury department on duty in the variqus 
parts of the country where they may be exposed to 
the contagion of small-pox, and reply thereto for 
the information of the employes of the department. 
Secretary Folger, in his reply, says: Itis my con 
viction that vaccination is a prudential measure 
againstthe taking of small-pox. I have no hesita- 
tion as a private personin so stating to any one 
likely to be influencd by gn expression of opinion 
froin me, but I] have no right officially to offer or 
urge my views upon that subject upon such persons 
of the government in connection with the treasury 
department, still [ have no objection to bring to the 
notice of the citizens in a legitimate and inoffensive 
manner the views of so respectable a body as the 
national board of health.

WILHELM’S WILL, 


AS THE ONLY FORCE,s TO BE 
KNOWN IN GERMANY. 


A Sensation Produced by the Kaiser’s Autocratic 
Reseri pt-How It is ved in Europe 
Generally—The Proposed Congress 
On the Papal Guarantees 


Lonpox, January 9.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Standard from Berlin says that since 
the parliamentary conflict twenty years ago, 
so deep and universal a sensation has never 
been created as by the rescript addressed to 
the Prussian ministry. The gravity of the 
situation is patent to everybody. 

The influential press of Vienna condemns 
Emperor William's decree. 

The News’ Paris dispatch says that the Le 
France describes the rescript of the German 
emperor as a coup d’ etat. 

A Berlin dispatch says that the Nmperor 
William has decided to proclaim Crown 
Prince Frederick William regent on the 22d 
of March next, on Emperor William’s 85th 
birth-day. . 

A Vienna dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
says that the Algermaine Zeitung has been 
seized in consequence of an article qualifying 
Emperor William’s recent manifesto as a 
coup d’ etat. 

The Berlin correspondent of the St. James 
Gazette says he hears from trustworthy au- 
thority that Emperor William's rescript to 
ministry is only the first step 
towards protecting the government from_be- 
coming the mere instrament of parliamentary 
majorities, 

In the reichstag to-day during a discussion 
on an interpellation in regard to the develop- 
ment of factory laws, Bismarck said the em- 
peror was anxious to settle the workmans 
question during his lifetime. 

Herr Reichster vehemently attacked Bis- 
marck, whom he reproached with dragging 
the name of the emperor into debate when- 
ever a doubtful question was before the 
house. 

Bismarck left the chamber while Herr 
teichter was speaking. 

The rescript excited much comment in 
the lobby, where it was regarded as the signal 
cither of the impending dissolution of the 
reichitag or of the introduction of disciplin- 
ary measures against public officials. The 
reichstag will ae ts in the 
spring, when it will discuss the 
tobacco monopoly. The Prussian diet will 
debate the rescript. The Prussian officials 
who are politically opposed to the govern- 
ment intend to issue a declaration stating 
that their attitude will ebe in keeping with 
their duty as citizens and with their oath of 
allegiance. 

THE PAPAL QUESTION. 

Lonpon, January 9.—[{Special.]—The Stan- 
dard’s correspondent, at Rome, confirms the 
report published on Saturday by the La De- 
fense, of Paris, regartng Prince Bismarck’s 
note to the quirenial, regarding the calling of 
a congress of the powers and the preparations 
of the pope to fly to Malta. 


There has been so much talk lately about 
the proposed removal of the pope from Rome 
(in one instance. the rumor pointed out Ger- 
many as the country which the head of the 
Catholic church would prefer as his future 
home) that it is interesting at the present 
time to recall what that lively and versatile 
chronicler of Prince Bismarck’'s sayings, Herr 
Busch, has recorded in one of his books. Ue 
says that on the evening of November 9, 1870, 
soon after the Italians had entered 
Rome, the following conversation 
occurred at the German head- 
quarters in Versailles “at tea.’ ‘‘Has your 
excellency read,” asked Count Hatzfeldt, 
‘that the Italians have broken into the Quiri- 
nal?” ‘Yes,’ said Count Bismarck, ‘‘and I 
am curious to know what the pope will do 
Go away? But where? He has already 
begged us to ask Italy whether he would be 
allowed to depart, and whether he might go so 
with becoming dignity. We have complied 
with his wish, and they have answered that 
they will respect his position and offer no ob- 
jections if he is determined to be off.” To 
this Count Hatzfeldt replied: ‘‘You would 
not like to see him go; it suits your interests 
that he should remain in Rome.” Count 
Bismarck: “Yes, certainly; but perhaps he 
may have togo. He cannot comé to France, 
for Garibaldi is here; Austria he would 
not like, and Spain? I have proposed Bava- 
ria to him.” “He reflected for a mo- 
ment,’” says Herr Busch, “and then went 
on: “There remains nothing but Belgiam or 
north Germany. We have, indeed, been al- 
ready asked whether we coyld afford him an 
asylum. Ihave no objection—Cologne or 
Fulda. It would be a strange turn of affairs, 
but not inexplicable; and it would be verv 
useful to us if we appeared to the Catholics 
(what we really are) the only power that is at 
present able and willing to protect the head 
of their church. Fanciful persons, 
especially women, may be inclined to become 
Catholic in Rome, when they see the pope on 
his throne and the pomp and incense of 
Catholicism. In Germany there would not be 
much danger, if the pope appeared as an aged 
nan needing help, a good old gentleman, one 
of the bishops, who ate and drank like the 
rest, and even smoked a cigar. But even if 
some Germans became Catholics—I don't 
want that—it would not mattermuch. We 
must learn to be more tolerant.”’ 

FRANCE. 

Paris, January, 9.—Senatorial elections 
were held to-day. Sixty-four republicans 
and fifteen conservatives were elected. The 
republicans gain twenty-two seats. The na- 
tional republican majority will henceforth 
be impregnable. The senate being in har- 
mony with the chamber of deputies anda 
revision of the constitution will not be ne- 
cessary.

A SERIOUS AFFRAY.

A serious affray-on the city outskirts ended 
fatally lastevening, and Joe Manly, acolored 
huckster, was shot and killed by Hugh Luke, 
awhite man who keepsastore in the New 
Territory, just south of the city limits.

Lieutenant 
Twiggs soon put in an appearance with the 
mounted policemen, Baldwin and Feagan, 
and conducted the arrest in order and without 
trouble. He notified the threatening mob 
that he would shoot the first nan who inter- 
fered with legal arrest, then went into the 
house and arrested Luke. The prisoner was 
then safely and without disturbance lodged 
in jail. Coroner Picquet began an inquest 
this morning, but on account of the confu- 
sion, and also the threats and loud talking of 
a mob of colored, people he postponed the in- 
vestigation until 10 o’clock next Monday. 
Captain Picquet selected bis jurymen from 
the immediate neighborhood of the shooting, 
and itis made up equally of white and col- 
ored men.

SOUTHERN LANDS. 

Southern land syndicates are becoming nu- 
merous in New York, London, Boston and 
Amsterdam. Sir E. J. Reed, representing 
English investors, and Dr. Jacobus Westheim, 
of Amsterdam, representing investors in Hol- 
land, have just boughr two millions acres of 
land in Florida, and Messrs. Phillips, Mar- 
shall& Co., of London, have bought 1,300,000 
acres in Mississippi. The Mississippi pur- 
chase consists in good part of levee lands in 
the Yazoo delta. A Nashville syndicate holds 
10@,000 acres in Tennessee and Mississippi, 
and scarcely a commercial paper is without 
its advertisements of southern-land schemes. 
The new railroad combinations are deeply in- 
terested in the development of the south, 
and it is thought that they are at the bottom 
of some of these large land speculations; but 
whether they are or not, the investment of 
money by capitalists in southern lands shows 
that far-sighted men begin to appreciate the 
possibilities of the south. It shows that the 
south is to be filled up with people by means 
that have long been effective in turning peo- 
ple to the states of the nortfiwest; for the 
land syndicates and the railroad syndicates 
working together can readily accomplish 
what even great states cannot, no matter how 
much they may desire immigration. 

These land syndicates have some unpleas- 
ant features. For many years their colonists 
will practically be but tenants, and all the

money that can be wrung from the land will 


be sent away. leaving the colonists as poor as 
church mice. But the tenancies’ will 
some time be ended, and. then 
the south will have gained a 
population that is acclimated both in regard 
to climate and method of farming. It would 
be better of course, if our large landholders 
could sell their surplus land directly to men 
who want to make new homes; but as this 
seems to be impracticable on account of the 
efforts of western railroad companies, we 
must accept the next best thing, and that is 
found in these large land syndicates. When 
they have broken a path to the wild lands of 
the south, the necessary process of subdivi- 
sion can doubtless be carried on all over the 
south without the intervention of middle- 
men. The syndicates, in other words, seem to 
be stepping stones to population and prosper- 
ity; the west has them in the shape of land- 
grant railroad companies; and we want tosee 
the two sets divide the tide of immigration. 
The southern syndicates have many advan- 
tages, andif they display equal enterprise 
and skill we have no fear of the result. 


BLAINE AND GRANT. 

The average citizen of the republic, who at- 
tends to his own business and swaps horses 
only with strangers, was probably rather 
startled a few weeks ago to learn froin a state 
ment which had its origin in one of our en- 
terprising New York contemporaries that 
General Grant, one fine morning, while saun- 
tering leisurely down Broadway, suddenly 
paused in sight of the tall tower of the Tm- 
bune, and proceeded to make a savage attack 
on Mr. Blaine, who was then secretary of 
state. The average citizen read this remarka- 
ble attack, and straightway gave himself 
over,toa mild form of astonishment. The 
inference was that Mr. George Jones's finan- 
cial protege was angry because Mr. Blaine 
had been wise enough to commend himself to 
the good opinion and good will of a vast ma- 
jority of the people of the country, and was, 
therefore, a stumbling-block to the third 
term. But somehow or other this explana- 
tion wasn't satisfactory. The aggravated 
form of the attack was out of _pro- 
portion. to the offense. Mr. Blaine’s 
attitude with respect to the tQird term was, 
in the nature of things, impersonal. When 
he was a candidate at Chicago he was opposed. 
to all the other candidates, 

But we are now able to give a brief history 
of General Grant’s grievances. When the 
great American imperialist was making his 
electioneering tour around the world, he 
stopped over for lunch inChina. Happening 
to meet some of the statesmen of that country 
atter the filberts had flown to his head, he 
proceeded to make thema long dissertation 
on the relations that ought to exist between 
China and Japan, and between these two 
powers andthe United States. In this busi- 
ness he was assisted by John Russell Young— 
aman of genius, whatever his enemies may 
say of him. Moreoyer, Young pressed the 
filberts upon the Chinese functionaries until, 
in the midst of the general fuddlement, they 
came to the conclusion that Grant was the 
proprietor of the American republic, and that 
the whole affair was run under his supervision 
and by his consent. Among other 
things, Grant gavesome advice respecting the 
conduct of affairs in Japan. This advice, as 
now appears, was gravely communicated %o 
Japan by the Chinese functionaries. Natu- 
rally, Japan paid no sort of attention to the 
gratuitious proceeding, and the Chinese govy- 
ernment, incensed at this lack of respect for 
the American emperor, communicated the 
melancholy facts to the state department at 
Washington and invited this government to 
take some steps in the matter. Whereupon, 
Mr. Blaine, with the promptness and clear- 
ness which has been the distinguishing char- 
acteristic of his management of the state de- 
partment, explained to the Chinese function- 
aries that an ex-president of the United 
States, whether traveling at home or abroad, 
was simply an American citizen—an exalted 
position, to be sure, but one which does not 
carry with it any official rank or authority. 

It appears, moreover, that the supposed po- 
sition of Genegal Grant has cut somewhat of 
a figure in Mexico, where he is interested in 
various railgoad enterprises. It appears that 
the prominence of John Russell Young's 
‘“Coesar’’ was somewhat confusing to the 
Mexican official mind, and this fact led toa 
diplomatic correspondence between the two 
countries, in the course-of which Mr. Blaine 


was compelled to point out that when an 
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enterprises in a foreign

lam a freeman, and‘a plain citizen of Georvia— 
ainan who is proud to know he has alwavs paid 
his debts, and endeavored to protect his public 
and private character from any imputation of cor- 
ruption o¢ dishonesty. I challenge records with 
even Senator Hillin any and every station in life, 
and shail be satisfied with the verdict of the pub- 
lic on the “‘honesty’’ issue. His lofty assurance in

cal’ and independent votes,as did Mr. Hill at 
Gainesville. He raise] no “hue and cry” at that 
time about ‘“Africanuizing Georgia.”’” He was glad 
to get every ‘*African’s’’ vote and now returits them 
railing and abuse for their mispiaced confidence in 
his ‘“‘honesty,”’ 

His record before the war, during the war, and 
after the close of the war, is too well known to the 
people of Georgia to recapitulate here. He was 
known fo be all things toall men, always distin- 
guished for violence and animosity. 

In the matter of democracy I cau safely compare 
records with the gentleman and if mine does not 
stand the test better than his own, neither deserve 
a place in the democratic party. At the famous 
Delano banquet, he franklystated “if he wasa 
democrat, he never intended to be,”’ and his course 
since that time, gives unmistakeable evidence that 
he eretsentiy spoke the truth.

His attack on Governor Colquitt is better under- 
stood now than when he issued that famous address. 
I have it before me at this'writing, also the equally 
famous interview in the Baltimore Gazette in which 
he uses these words about the governor: ‘I doad- 
mit it’was corruption, and no iustance of that 
class of corruption wasever more clearly proved, 
or more distineuly marked or more feebly excused.”’ 
The offense to the senator as it turned ont, did not 
lie in the fact, that the governor signed the bonds, 
for this eloguentlawyer had urged him to do so, 
Neither did it lie in the fact, that the governor 
knew a fee was to be paid, when ne did sign the 
bends, for Senator Hill produced a leiter of hisown 
in evidence, in which he reproached his excellen- 

«ey for notinforming himof the fact, according to 
request; but the crowning irfamy—the proof of the 
corruption existed in his own failure to get the 
$7 ,000—and thé preference displayed by the gover- 
nor for the legal ability of Mr. Murphy, rather than 
that of Mr. Hill. It willalwavs be a question, whether 
this exciting little episode would ever have occur- 
red, if the fee had taken an agreeable direction. 

While thesecharges progressed, the senator was 
fairly smothering the governor with continuous 
protestations of warmest friendship—nor did he de- 
sist when his own son, for some unaccountable 
reason, produced in print a certificate of good char- 

acter which was as eulogistic of the governor as his 
father’s furious accusation had been otherwise. 

With thischarge and others hanging over the 
governor the people refused to assent to his nomi- 
nation again, and the clamor was loud for the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Hillon the stump to explain this 

«<orruption so well set forth by him in the public 
prints. Did he doit? 

This honorable gentleman fled ingloriously from 
the state, mendaciously asserting he never brought 
a charge against the gevernor in his whole life. 
Such is the quality of his patriotism 
in state politics! Now. that he = an- 
nounces -himself eager to charge upon 
the independents, horse, footand dragoons, it is be 
lieved ne is controlled by the hope of retaining the 
influence of other politicians in the state for his 
own particular benefit.

INGS. 


The Property Sold at Private Sale by the Executive 
Committee of the International Cotton Exposition 
for 825,000. 

To-day was the day fixed forthe sale of the build- 
ings of the cotton exposition at Oglethorpe park, 
and for the land and hotel where the Exposition 
hotel was located. Yesterday at the regular meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the cotton expo- 
sition &@ proposition was submitted by Mr. F. P. 
Rice an@ Mr. R. H. Richards to purchase the whole 
pores at ‘rivate sule. There was a 

ull meeting of the committee, and the sub- 

ject was thoroughly discussed and care- 
fully considered. The committee decided 
that it was better to sell the property altogether, to 
parties who were able to inake it available without 
tearing down the buildings and utilizing the pur- 
chase forold lumber. After maturely considering 
the offer made and arguing upon the details of the 
transaction, the sale was made to Mr. Rice and Mr. 
Richards. They agree to pay twenty-five thousand 
dollars cash for the land on which the hotel is situ- 
ated together with the building and with all the 
buildings in Oglethorpe park, including the shaft- 
ing, pulleys, pipes, pumps and fixtures, 
and the committee transfer to the 
purchasers whatever right to purchase they have 
to the boilers, etc. The land on which the build- 
ings are situated inside of Oglethorpe park belongs 
to the city of Atlanta; the boilers and engines be- 
long to the manufacturers who had them on exhi- 
bition during the exposition. 

The executive committee reserves all the per- 
sonal property, and it will be immediately moved 
into the city and sold at public sale.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Chairman Dodd Resigns and Commissioner Fox Suc- 
ceeds—T we Members Answer Charges. 


The board of police commissioners convened in 
regular monthly session last night. There were 
present Commissioner Fox presiding, Commission- 
ers Hancock, Goldsmith and Thrower. 

The journal of the last regular meeting was read 
and approved. 

The report of the station house keepers was 
read. It showed that during the month 122 state 
cases had been entered and that 49had been prose- 
cuted, Itshowed 359as.the numbér of meals for 
which the county is due the city; $15.55 as the 
amount of station-house fees collected. 

Kills amounting to $51.60 were audited. 

The following paper was read: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 9, 1882.—Tothe Honorable 
Board of Police Commissioners—Gentlemen: I have 
fully made up my mind to resign my office of po- 
lice commissioner at the next meeting of the hon- 
orable mayor and general council, and now tender 
you this my resignation as chairman of your hot- 
orable body, the position which you have so long 
honored me with. 

Thanking you for the many kindnesses you have 
shown me, I am yours very truly, G. T. Dopp. 

This caused somewhat of a flutter, and expres- 
sions of regret by each member of the board were 
heard. 

R. W. Pittman, a member of the police force, was 
arraigned for a upon the charge of conduct un- 
becoming an officer. eRe 

Witnesses testified that they had seen Officer Pitt- 
man leave his beat frequently and enter his home, 
where he would remain for sometime. The de- 
fense attempted to show that the charges sgainst 
him had been preferred by a person against w hom 
he had made & case. ; 

At the conclusion of the case the charges against 
the officer were dismissed. _ 

Officer Green plead not guilty to the same charge 
and introduced evidence sulticieut to secure an 
acquittal also. 

An election for chairman of the b-ard resulted in 
favor of Dr. Fox. Ur. Goldsmith’s name was sug- 
gested for the “seep but he declined to accept, 
and Dr. Fox's clection Was unanimous. 

Chief Connolly’s report showed that during the 
month 122 state cases and 493 city cases had been 
entered. Of the state cases 40 were prosecuted and 
93 released. Of the city cases 344 were fined and 
149 dismissed. 

The amount of fines imposed by the recorder dur- 
ing the month, was shown to be $1,495.20, of which 
$1,038 was collected, $323 was remitted by the may- 
or, £26.50 was lost by escapes, and $90.70 was worked 
out on the streets. 

The report also shows that $1,105.80 was paid to 
the city clerk; of this $1,03g was derived from fines, 
$57.20 was derived from station house fees and iin- 
pounded stock, and $8.60 was derived from fhe 
city for feeding state prisoners. 

Yo this report is attached a statement for the last 
quarter, which shows that the revenue brought the 
city by the police force during that time was 

»299.65. 

The report which is general and compreheusive, 
closes by discussing the city, its condition and 
growth, the station house and police force. 

The board then adjourned, 

The resignation of Mr Dodd, as chairman of the 
board was a rather unexpected event, although 
there has been some talk of such a step by hia. 
Ever since the rumor first gained a circulation Mr., 
Dodd has been visited by the best gentlemen of At- 
lanta who have used their strongest exertions 
to induce him to remain in the position which he 
has so long filled, and for which he was peculiarly 
udapted, but their exertions have proven futile, 
and the board of police commissioners loses one of 
its best, most devoted and most zealous members. 

Soon after the board adjourned, a CONSTITUTION 
representative sought Mr. Dodd for the purpose of 
learning the causes of his resignation. The gentle- 
man was found scrutinising a ledgerin his count- 
ing room, but when the reporter entered the 
book was closed, and with a face wreathed in 
smiles, Mr. Dodd said: 

“Have aseat. Been looking for you. 
you'd coms.” 

“Ves, I've cétite. Is this a dream, or are you 
really going to resign ’?’’ 

‘No dream, assure you. I have, as you know, 
to night resigned the chairmanship of the boara, 
and on Monday nig@ vext will send my resigna- 
tion asa member of the board to thecity council.

“Tl can’t tell you. The council will soon let you 
know,’’ and here the interview ended, 

In the retirement of Mr. Dodd the city loses one 
of its best officials. For ten years 
he has served the city faithfully 
in the one position. The duties are arduous, and 
the office isa reservoir for complaints, The police 
force of Atlanta to-day is of his making, and what 
good there is in itis due in a great mexsure to 
Messrs. Dodd and Mahcney.

ARKANSAS TREASURY TANGLE. 


A Committee at Work Trying to Unravel It. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., January ¥.—The Churchill in- 
vestigation, now in progress, has not developed to 
the public reliable information. It is under- 
stood here by those in position to surmise, that the 
comtnittee in their investigation found a discrep- 
fucy in the accounts of the late treasu- 
rere now Governor Churcldll, to the 
amount of $165,000, which was made known 
to Churchill by the committee on the 2ith day of 
December, 1881, by a certified statement of the 
several items going to make up the discrepancy. 
The materialitems of wnich statement are: Upon 
account of state scrip funded in 30-year 6 per 
cent state bords, $59,000; overpayment on cou- 
pous, $24,000; double credit on payment 
to German -wavings bank of this city, 
$13,000 ; umowht of scrip redeemed in} 
currency from members of the general assembly 
and for state officers for which he has failed to ac- 
count, $20,000; city railroad certificates, about }12,- 
WW: city and county couponsand bonds, about $15,- 
00U: over-payment on ten-year bonds, coupons and 
certificates 4d excess of interest on thirty-year 
bonds, about $11,000, with sundry minor items to 
lake the suin reported. 

With this statement the committee furnished to 
the late treasurer a list of errors to his credit 
amounting to near $20,000. This statement was 
furnished to call attention to the items therein 
contained forthe purpose of giving an opportunity 
forexplanation. The committee believing that, 
although there were’ hv vouchers, either 
in the auditor or treasurer’s. oftices for 
the city and county Certificates and bonds 
reported paid, thatif the late treasurer had an op- 
portunity he might procure the evidence of the 
payment from the city and county officials. It is 
stated by ‘Treasurer Woodrulf that the late treas- 
urer deliygred to him about $26,000 in state scrip in 
excess of Charges ugainst him at the time of his set- 
tlement on surrendering his otlice to 
Woodruff. It seems this amount had 
accumulated in the ottice, and that Churchill was 
not able to give any reason for it. This amount 
may be by him placed as a credit on his deficiency. 
After all credits are given aud accounts fully bal- 
anced, itis thought that Churchill will still be 
short $#,000. 

The committee are very reticent in regardto the 
matter, refusing to give the exact data until 
Churchill can be heard, but judging from their de- 
Ortument one would think they have no fears of 
eh overturned by experts and lawyers. It is 
thought that in a short time things will be brought 
to light that will settle the status of this affair and 
present it in its true light. There is no particular 
excitement here as to the matter.. Churchill's 
bondsmen seem to be the interested parties.
